American  Royal  Mint  has  developed  a  process 
whereby  they  can  make  a  bar  containing 
15  grains  of  the  metal  (one  ouce  of  silver 
contains  480  grains  -  Ed.).  With  these,  it 
is  important  to  realize  that  the  collection 
is  not  a  silver  bullion  investment  but,  in¬ 
stead  a  collecting  of  exquisite  collector 
bars  which  can  be  offered  for  approximately 
$5.95  each ..." 


The  American  Royal  Mint  is  planning  to  offer 
at  least  75  different  designs  in  the  next 
10-15  months.  The  reverse  of  the  bars  is 
shown  here.  Obverse  designs  include  many 
of  the  first  Madison  Mint  designs,  i.e. 
Spirit  of  St.  Louis,  The  Stagecoach,  Old 
Ironsides,  The  High  Wheeler,  1903  Cadillac, 
and  Chattanooga  Choo  Choo  (DM-11).

Over  the  years  I  have  bought 
many  art  bars  from  club  members  at  very  reasonable 
prices.  I  also  recommend  any  new  members  to  get 
to  know  your  hobby  and  enjoy  it,  to  the  fullest.
